Canton, O., Jan. 29.— At 7 :80 o'clock 
TMterday eTcning, Lyman J. Oaire, 
prMidentof the First National bank of 
Ohioago, emerged from the dining room 
of the McKinley home to fill an appoint- 
m«nt with th« ^iwwdated Pnw, Mid 
•pedal ootrwpondenti, lo toll tbmAUM 
resalt of hkt ooatwoM with Major Mo* 
Kinl^. 

"Mr. MoKinlqr offered me the treas- 
ury portfolio. I told him T wonld ac- 
cept the hi>;h honor and fill the position 
to the beet of my ability." 

This was the flxtt utterance of the in- 
eoming lecretary of the trearary on be- 
ing prenentod to tlic party. 

Mr. GoRe michod Canton about 2 :30 
o'dook in tho afternoon, hia train being 
belated by cold and num. With him 
waa National Oomnii t t e eaaan OfntB Le- 
btnd of Kansas. 

The McKinley conyeyance was in 
waiting and the visitors wore hurried 
over tho snow-covered streets to the 
McKinley home from which no hint of 
what was transpiring within came until 
dinner had been served, and Mr. Gage 
stepped into the office-library and ad- 
"drcMed himself as quoted above. Be- 
yond thi.s he had little to say. He de- 
clined to discuss any feature of the pol- 
icy of the incoming tidminiitntlon or to 
discuss any matter other than that re- 
lating to himsdf . 

He said th«e was no ground for the 
pablioaticm that he was a gold Demo- 
crat during the campaign and that hi.s 
only afilUation with tho Democratic 
party wa.s in when he voted for 
Olereland. He also said that he and 
Major MoKinlqr snhstentialij agreed on 
the tariff qnesttoas. 

The guests at dinner last night be- 
sides Mr. Gage were National Commit- 
teeman Ltiland of KansoH, ex-GoTemor 
Cornell and Colonel J. J. McCook of 
New York, the latter a leading attor- 
aiy;W. O. Beer of the National 8e- 
etiUj oompany of New York and Gen- 
eral Osborne, tiie secretary of the na- 
tional committee. 

President-elect McKinley said, in 
speaking of the cabinet, that, although 
all of the i)ositionH liad not Ijcen ftlletl, 
the end wa-s iu sight. It is understood 
upon excellent authority that the port- 
folio of agricultuN has as yet been of- 
fered to no one. 

From outride sources it is learned 
Congressman Wilson now has the lead 
for the navy. He will probably be 
named, as ht? is af<r(H'ablH to both fac- 
tions of the party in New York. 

New York insists on having the navy 
portfolio as her portion. Long of Massa- 
chusetts, who has been on cabinet slates 
for the navy, will likelr get another 
portfoUo— probably that of war. 

Alger will be in the cabinet, a friend 
of MoKlnley says. 

WHO IS L YMAN J. GAQET 

9Mar Htotortoia llMteh af KaKtato]^ Sm- 

retary of the Traaauty. 

CmcAao, Jan. 29.— Word oomes from 
Canton that Lyman J. Gage of this 
dty has been selected by President-elect 
McKinl«y for secretary of thetreasnry 
in his cabinet To those who are not 
acquainted with Mr. Gage's career the 
followiiig brief history will just now 
prove of intert'st to the geiienil reader : 
Lynmn J. Gage was born at Dornytej, 
county, N. ¥., June 38, 1830. 

His puivuts, who 
were both born 
in the state of 
Now York, were 
of English stock. 
When Lyman J. 
was 10 years of 
age his parents 
moved to Rome, 
N. Y., where he 
entered the Rome 
academy where 
he remained four 
vears. the term 
he spent in that 
school practically 
oonstitntiug his 
•ntire school ed- 
ucation. His first 

life was as a clerk 

m the Rome postoffloe and after leaving 
there he became a route agent on the 
Rome and Watortown raihwad. Di 
1854 ho secured a position in the Uneida 
Central bank of Rome at a sal^ of 
$100 per year and remained with the 
bank 18 months. ^ . m .<>« 

He cAmo to (>liicago in the fall or loW 
and wiw cnKa+;e(l as a bookkeeper by a 
lumber tirm. His duties as bookkeeper, 
however, comprised tho driving of one 
of the teams belonging to the firm, and 
leading and unloading luniber. He also 
acted for a time as night watchman. 
While ho was thus engaged he was of- 
fered the poaition of bookkeeper of the 
Merohants' Saving, Loan and Trust 
oompauT, and this was the actual begin- 
ning^his career as a banker. 

In the spring of 1860 he ha<l worked 
his way up to the poaition of assistant 
cashier, and later to that of ca.shier, 
which he held till 1888, when he left the 
M«Mhanta' Saving. Loan and Trust com - 
OUT. to tpoept a sin^ positipn with 
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the First NatiTmal B»nk, with which in. 
stitntion he has been identifled imtil the 
present time. 

The old charter of the hank expired in 
188S, and upon its rMKganiaatioii he 
wasohoMD vice president and general 
manager. About this time his financial 
ability waa paid a high compliment by 
his eleotion to the presideucv of the 
American Biuikeis' association. On 
Jan. S4, 1891, he was elected president 
of the First National bank. andstUl 
holds that position. * 

He was prominent in all of the work 
that made the world's fair a great suc- 
cess, and was one of the f oar men, J. J. 
P. O'DeU, Wirt Deixter and J. W. 
Doane, being the others, who practical- 
ly guaranteed that Chicago wcmld carry 
out its pledge of raising 110,000,000 for 
the building of the tmu. He was for a 
time president of tha looal board of di* 
x^ton, but upon Ml ileotion to the 
presidency of tha bwk ha was oons' 
pelled to resign thtsoOoe. He'rafosed 

fflfamanention for all the time he 
spent as inreeident of the loral 
world's fair directors, although a hand- 
some salary had been voted for the posi- 
tion. 

Mr. Gage has been twice married, his 
first wife being Miss Sarah Etheridge 
of Littlo Falls, N. Y.. whom he mar- 
ried in I8ft4. She died in 1874, and in 
1887 ho married Cornelia Gago of Den- 
ver. 

He is a member of tho Commerc ial 
and Union League clubs of this city, 
and personally is a very popular man. 
He is democratic in his manners, ph as- 
aut and affable, and is easy of approach 
at all ' 



COLD WEATHER IN THE SOUTH. 

It I* the Moat Severe of the Wlatar and la 
Qolta OenanU. 

WAankoTOir, Jan. W.— Reports to 
the Associated Press from the South At- 
lantic states show tho present cold snap 
to bo the most severe of the winter and 
quite general fnim Virginia to Florida. 
At Danville, Newport News, Peters- 
burg, Roanoke and Norfolk, Va., the 
temperature ranged from 6 degrees to 
90. Snow lays over the state to a depth 
of from two to six inches. loe has 
formed on most of the streams. 

From Norfolk the sfateim-nt is re- 
ceived tliat tho storm was very severe 
on tho bay. Lookouts on incoming ves- 
sels report«'d the cold a« intense. Life- 
savers along tho beach also report a ter- 
rible night as they patrolled tho coast. 
The temperature has dropped to 14 de- 
grees, with chilling northwest winds. 

Throughout Georgia and North and 
Sontli Carohna the weather is dry and 
cold, the thermometer ranging fram 10 
degrees to 25 as a maximum. 

Jacksonville, Fla., reports that the 
cold last night throughout northern 
Florida was the most intense since Feb- 
ruary, 1895. Across the northern coun- 
ties from Jac ksonville to Pensacola, the 
thermometer ranged generally from 20 
to 24 degrees going here and there as 
low as 17. Frost in lesser degree was 
felt as far south as Titusvillo on the 
east co.ist and Tampa on the west. 

KoiK)rts from the districts devoted to 
the orange culture indicate that, except 
in the more exposed situations, little in- 
jury has been done. Not sufficient sap 
was in the wood to cause material dan- 
ger. The losses of the truck farmers in 
the Gainesville district will be more 
severe. A considerable percentage of 
the growing lettuce, beets and cabbage 
has been killed, but no close estimate 
can yet be formed. 

HOME RULE F0W "CUBA. 

Xagatiatlaaa Ctatag mm Betwaen Spate aad 
tha Vnltad State*. 

LoNi)ON, Jan. 29. — A dispatch to Tlie 
Daily Mail from Madrid says that ucgo- 
tiations are actively proceeding between 
Spain and the United States, secretary 
Olney acting as intermediary for Cuba. 
Sp.'tiu has submitted the Cuban home 
rule project. The new autonomy pro- 
gram gives Cuba two li gislativo cliani- 
bers, and reserves to the island tho 
power to initiate all tariff and revenue 
bills, Onha pajlng an equitable share of 
the expenses of the Spanish army and 
navy. The governor general is to have 
full power to appoint all subordinates. 

It is claimed that Cuba will accept 
tho provisions if assured of the protec- 
tion of the United Statea government 
and of the slncc arity of Sp ain. 

Mothlns but Independanee. 

Nbw Yobk, Jan. 39.— Referring to 
the report that Spain is about to con- 
cede a home rule measure to ! he Cuban 
insurgents, Tomas Estrada Tiiliiiaof the 
Cuban junta said : "Unconditional and 
absolute independence is all that Cuba 
will ever accept from tho government 
of Spain. If she can not have it she 
prefers extermination. It is siivrccly 
worth while to discnss a home rule 

£ropo.sition. It has not been nwulo, and 
'. it shotild be, it will receive no cou- 
sidemtion at our hands." 

CenaumUip DUpatcIiea. 

Hava.na, Jan. 29.— Captain General 
Weyler recently left Man(iuito, in tho 
province of Matanxas, and marched iu a 
southerly direction to Oienfuegos and 
Villa Olara. where he will establish his 
headquarters. 

The report that the insurgents suc- 
ceeded in binding au expedition well 
supplie-d with arms and ammunition at 
La Caleta, near Puenta Maiaa, is oon- 
hrmed. ,

BOLSK, Ida., Jan. 39.— Henry Heitfeld, 
Populist, was yesterday elected United 
States senator to snooecd Senator Du- 
bois. The vote stood: Heitfeld, 86; 

Dubois, 30 ; T. F. Nelson, 1. Fourteen 
Deraocrnts joined the Populists for Heit- 
feld and he also received the vf)te of tiio 
single Republican member. Four Dem- 
ocrats went to Dubois. 

In the campaign the Democrats and 
Popolista entered into a fusion, under 
which the Populists were to have the 
congressman and senator. 

The Donrxnat.'; refused to endcrs" 
any man named by the Populist caucus 
for senator. Judge W. H. Chigfrett 
was overwhelmingly the choice of the 
Populists but the Democrats wonld not 
votaforhim in sufficient numbers to 
eleot him. Rnallv, on Tuesday night. 
OlMgett had his friends nominate Heit- 
feld. There were 18 Democrats ready 
by this time to vote for most any Popu- 
list except Claggett. When the Demo- 
cratic caucus was held WadlMsdaj 
morning it resolved to support Hsitfeld 
but there was such loud talk id tk bolt 
that the purpose wu.s abandoned. 
Wednesday uight thc^ matter was fixed 
up, the 18 Democrats pledging their votes 
to Heitfeld and the deal wius closed. 
Three Populists bolted, but they were 
gotten back yesterday morning and 
Heitfeld secured his full party strenjjth. 
When tho rollcall had been finish, d, 
and before any change had been made, 
it was seen that Heitfeld had .15, one 
lees than a majority. Then Mr. Feiin, 
the only gold Republican elected to tlif 
legislature changed liis vote from Fisher 
to Heitfeld. 

Dubois appearwl befrire the joint as- 
sembly at an iulj(jurnKl session in tlie 
afternoon. H« thanked liis friends for 
the fight they had made and counselled 
them to go to work vigorously to euiu t 
good laws for the stiite. 

Henry Heitfeld is a man of limite<l 
education. He was burn in St. Louis, 
January, 1859. His father, Henry Heit- 
feld, was of German birth. The future 
Idaho senator attended tho common 
schools of St. Louis until 1870, when, 
with his mother, he moved to Senwa, 
Kan. Ho lived there until 1883, being 
employed at farmwork and lejirning the 
trade of stonema.s<in. In 1882 Mr. Heit- 
feld moved to the northwest, locating 
at Ponieroy, Wash. For a time he 
worked in t!ie sliops of the Northern 
Pacific niilroad at Sprague. Wash., re- 
maining theru until the fall of 1888, 
when he became a resident of Nex 
Percea county, Ida. Since that time he 
has been engaged as a fanner, fruit- 
grower and cattleman. 

In politics Mr. HeitHeld was a Dem- 
ocrat until he joined the PoptUist party. 
He is a member of the Farmers' Alii 
anoe, and it was through bis connection 
with that organization that he was in- 
fluenced to ally himself with the Popu- 
list party. He was elected to the state 
senate as a Populist in 18M and again in 
1808. 

Grorge F. Turner to SiK'cerd H«>nator Squire 

Ulyupu, Wash., Jan. 29.— George F. 
Turner of Spokane was last night 
nominated for United States senator in 
a caucus of Populists and firee silver Re- 

C* licans. He received S4 votes. Judge 
ner has been a Republican, but at 
the late election supported Pryan. He 
is considered one of tho ablest lawyer 
in tho state of Washin^on. From 
to 1888 he was territorial goveriioiv 
Within the last two y< ars lie hu'^ iKvoinf 
largely interested in mines iu northern 
Washington and British Columbia. 

Xa Salaatloa Made te South Dakota. 

Ptbrre, S. D. , Jan. 99.— Six ballots 

were taken in the Populist senatorial 
caucus last night. An attvinpt to spriii;,' 
a coiuprr inise candidate in tlie {leisi m of

IT LOOK S LIKE NEVADA.

r.M<so\, Nov., Jan. 29.— The bill to 
permit glove contests has pa.ss(d the 
senate by a vote of 9 to H, and the town 
is all excitement in consefjuence. The 
bill was not enrolled to be presented to 
the governor, but it will r e ach him as 
soon its it is. 

Tho bill a.s passed provides that a 
glovo contest with gloves not lighter 
than four ouiiet s may be held- iu Ne- 
vada \i\y.ni the payment to the sheriff of 
the county in which tho contest ;b to 
take place, of 11,000 for a license, and 
the ])n'StMil:iti()n of a cfrtiticate from i 
two regular pliysiciaiis tliat tlie contest- 1 
ants an' in perft'< t physical healtli. ' 
This sliall be done 10 hours previous to 
the contest. Nine-tenths of the ha iisi> 
money goes into the state treasury and j 
the balance to tho OOOntiy whSTS the 
contest takes plivco.

Van 
Emster, the pioneer druggist of tho 
city, was terribly burned about tlio 
head and will die.

FAMINE IN IN DIA. 

A Bad Condition of AAftlrs Ezlata In the 
Solapora Olatrlot. 
Solapou, Jan. 89.— The special cor- 
respondent of the Associated Press, who 

is visiting this district, finds it badly 
affected. The scarcity of food is most 
severely felt at Talukaa, Saiigola, Mar- 
da and Karmala. Solarporo city is the 
center of the weaving industry and its 
inhabitants ara suffering from the stop- 
page of work at the mills. It is esti- 
mated that three-fourths ol the whole 
number of weavers are already out of 
work and 40,000 persons throoghont the 
district are being relieved. 

No c;tses of cholera, however, have 
been recorded in tho camp at Ekrout.^, 
five miles from here, specially laid out 
for the weavers wlio are employed in 
the lipht work of improviTig thi- reser- 
voir, wliich was built during the last 
famine. (July ;i,(HK) men, liowever, are 
employed, a.s tlio Molianiniedan weav- 
ers remain idle in the city, living on 
tlieir savings. Tlioy will not accept 
manual labor until compelled to do so. 

Tho corresp<indent traversed several 
irrigated .louganiwi fields, which prom- 
ise; splendid crops, and met a iiuinber of 
traveling bands of piopli^ in seiin li of 
work. Returning to tlic city the corre- 
spondent arrived at the puorhonse in 
time to so(^ doles given out to over liOO 
poor p< c)ple, tho halt, maimed or blind. 
Ea(;h i>>nK)n relieved received a m(;ss of 
meat and a modicum ct oU, salt and 
chillies. 

There were man}- childrt^u suffering 
from opithalina and groups of lepori 
wore noticed. Taken as a whole the 
Solapore district is in a bad condition, 
which will proibahly baooma worse as 
time passes. 

The Placne's Ravaf as. 

Bombay, Jan. 29.— Aci'onliiiK to the 
of!icial report just issued there has been 
4,S9ti cases of the plague in Bombay and 
8.375 deaths from that disease. At Kar- 
achi 006 cases and 644 deaths from the 
plague liave been recorded. At Poonah 
there have been 6fi cases and 00 deaths, 
and a few cases have oooorred at Snrat, 
Boroda, Ahwadahad, Kathianwar and 
Ootoh. 

HAftxroBD Orrr, Ind.. Jan. $9.— Jo- 
seph BOKWell, 80, shot Oro Borthorton, 
16, in the temple and then shot himself 
to death at Dundoo. The girl was fa- 
tally hurt. Boxwell, who was former- 
ly a clerk for Miss Borthertou's father, 
fell despenilely in love with the girl. 
Ho annoyed her so that he was dis-

IMMIGRATION^ LAWS. 

How They Have Been Changed 
by the Bill Just Passed. 

FOREIONEBS MUSI GOME TO STAT. 



It Uay Causa Canada to Iamb a Million of 
Har PopaUttoa-Maajr Mexleaas WUl 

Ba Aflfbcted— tmmlrrantt From Polaad, 
Hnnifnr.T, Al«itr« and Liirrsliie Will lie 
Barred From Enterinc tha Vnltad States. 

WAnmnraToir, Jan. S9.— The amend- 
ment to the new immigration law which 
was p^posed by Representative Corliss 
at tho request of tho labor unions will 
have the effoct of largely depopulating 
the Dominion of Canada. It provides 
that no foreigners majoome into the 
United States and obtain temporary em* 
ployment. If they come at .ill, they 
must come to stay, and take out natnr- 
ali/.ation paj)er«. 

This will apply directly, and was no 
doubt intended to do so, to about one 
million Canadians, men, women and 
girls, who are regularly employed for a 
port of each year in the factories of New 
York and New Ensland. The dangh* 
ten of a ftoiilywtll come down and 
work for a few months, and then oo 
home to look after the household, whue 
their places are token bv their motheia 
or sisters. Thus thevj^iigiute back and 
forth, the whole faniiiy spending half 
the year in tho United States and the 
other half in Canada. 

The same is true to a less e.xtent of 
lumbermen an the border, botli in tht* 
maritime provinces and in the north- 
west. Wages being so much higher iu 
the United States than in the Dominion 
of Canada, the lumbermen, like factory 
liands, come over to seek employment, 
leaving their families at homo, and re- 
turning to them at the end of tho sea- 
son. Ka^her than lose this employ- 
nu>nt, a Lirge majority of tlii'se people 
will f,'ive uj) tlieir homes and roniain 
prrmaneiitly in the United .States. 

Many Italians come to this c(mntry 
seeking temjior.iry employment. They 
work a tew years and then go home and 
live comfortably nixm their savings for 

the rest of their lives. 

The new law will apply also to thou- 
sands of Mexicans along the Kio (Jr.indo 
who have ti'iiiporai-y eniiiloymeiit Ufxm 
the railroads and randies in the United 
States. 

It provides that an emigrant to be ad- 
mitted ti> till? \nnt-^ i>( the United States 
must be able to n ail ami write the En- 
glisli language or the languague of tiie 
country from wliicli howmes. If stricty 
applied this provision will shut out all 
immigrants from Po'nind, Hungary and 
the Gorman provinces of Als.'w-e and 
Lorraine.

GERMAN KNIG HTS OF P YTHIAS WIN. 

Tha Indtem anprema Oewrt Bavaraae tha 

Deolalon of • I<*war Court. 

iNDiANAPOLifl, Jan. 29.— The supreme 
ijonrt has rcvorsod the judxinent ob- 
tained by the Grand lodg« of tho 
Kiiight.s of Pythias against Koorner 
lodge No. 6 of this city, depriving it of 
ita property, beoanse it had adt^ted a 
resolution to secede from theKnighta of 
PythiaH and form a lodge of the Indi- 
ana Zeitung Bund. Koerner 1(k1)!;o was 
composed of Germans, who transacted 
all their business in German. 

In 1892 the supreme lodge. Knights of 
Pythias, of the world, passed a law re- 
quiring that all ritoaJs printed in the 
German language should be surrend- 
ered by the lodges that had been using 
them and that the rituals thereafter 
used should be printed only in the En- 
ffUsh language. The members of the 
Koemer wdge took this as a personal 
affront and threatened to withdraw 
from the order. Before the lodge met 
again, the janitor of the ball took the 
charter from the hall and delivered it to 
tho grand keeper of records and seal, 
bat at the next meeting of the lodge, 
after it had been opened, the minutes of 
the last meeting were oorreoted, so aa 
not to show the violent action taken 
before. The grand lodge claimed that 
the adoption of the resmation to secede 
worked a disacriutioo of the lodge. 

RESULT OF THE CO FFEE WAR. 

Tba Product ftold la Maw Yerit at Ims 
Tlum Cost. 

New York, Jan. 29.— The Arbuckles 
and sugar trust fight in the oofree mar- 
ket has been carried into the retail mar- 
ket. After the Havemeyers bought the 
Woolson Spice company's plant at To- 
ledo, month ago, arrangements 
were made to throw a Imrge quantity of 
coffee on to the market at a prioe below 
wholesale rates. 

The effect of it was seen Tuesday, 
when the department stores in New 
York and Brooklyn offered one brand 
at 16 cents a pound, which is abont 6 
cents less than the ugoal retail price, 
and 8 cents less than the regalar wnole- 
sale price. It is said that tiefore lUght 
10,000 paokagei had been sold in New 
York and 6,000 in Brooklyn. 

This was not only a blow at the Ar> 
bookies, bat a severe one at the ooiffee 
retailers, and the latter felt aggrieved 
because the Ebivemeyers had oat into 
that trade by placing coffee in depart- 
ment stores at a less price than they can 
bay it. They threaten to join tm Ar- 
buckles in the tight.

PROCiEOiNQS OF CONGRESS. 



Tha Hawaa faasaa Oina A#proprlatl«a BUI 
mnd Takes Vp Aaothar. 

Warhinoton, Jan. 29.— The house 
pa,ssert tlie Indian appropriation hill 
yesterday, and entered upon the consid- 
eration of the agiionltnrd i^ntropriation 
bill, bat all intereat in these two meas- 
urofi was overshadowed by two very ro' 
markable speeches, one made by Mr, 
GroHvenor of Ohio, attacking ex-Gov- 
ernor Altgeld of Illinois, and the other 
by Mr. De Armoud of. Missouri, heap- 
ing ridicule on Secretary Mcr^u for the 
recent iame of a pamphlet isntltled "The 
Farmers* tatereat in Finance." 

Mr. Grosvenor*8 observatlona on the 
governor of Illinois were called forth by 
the latter's speech last week in which 
he charged that Mr. Bryan had been de- 
feated by fraud and baaed his charge 
particularly on the enormous increase 
of tlie vote in Oliio, where, he alleged, 
90,000 votes were illegally cast. Mr. 
GroHvenor was were personal in his al- 
lusions to Mr. Altgeld, laying at his 
door much grave responsibility for the 
result of the election. He declared that 
an appeal on the stump against Altgeld 
ism never failed to arouse the populace 
where all else failed. He then analyzed 
tho Ohio vote and explained tho cAaso 
of its increase calling attention to the 
fact that the Democratic vote in the 
state had increased proportionately 
much more tlian the Repubhcans. 

Mr. De Armond replied very briefly 
to Mr. (JroHvonor, but it was his subse- 
quent attack on Serretiuy Morton 
which created the sensation. Mr. De 
Annond is a Democrat, an ardent advo- 
cate of silver, and therefore his att^ick 
on a Deiucx'ratic cabinet oflicial, who 
has been most active on tlie gold side 
of the controversy, excited less surprise 
than it otherwise would have done. 

Among the bills mussed was one to 
pension Mary A. Viei, widow of Major 
W. D. Sanger, Thirty-fifth Illinois in- 
fantry, at the rate of |25 per mouth. 

A number of amendments to the In- 
dian appropriation bill were made be- 
fore it piu'^sed. The salaries and ex- 
penses of the Dawes commission was 
reduced from $60,000 to |4:),000. The 
it<>ms appropriating |x>5,000 for the irri- 
gation lands of tlie Southern Utes in 
Utah and |10,000 for the erection of a 
bridge aorosa the Big Wine river on the 
Shoshone reservation, in Wyoming, 
were stricken out on points of order. 

Amendments to impose a fine of $100 
or imprisonment for 80 days upon any 
one who took from the pabuc lands ab- 
original antiquities; to require Indian 
agents to make swnl-aninal detailed 
statementoof all moneys paaatngthroagh 
their hands; placing the children of ui- 
dian women who had married white 
men on an equal footing with other 
members of the tdbe in the matter of 
inheriting tribal iwop e tty and rights, 
were adopted. 

On a point of order made by Mr. Can- 
non, the last 16 pages of the bill to rat- 
ify the tr e at ie a with the Shoshones and 
Arapahoea of Wyoming, made April 39, 
1890, and the Turtle Mountain band of 
Ohippewas in North Dakota, made Oct. 
22, 189:^, were stricken out. 

The item to remove all restrictions ex- 
isting agiiinst the leasing, sale or con- 
veyance of the allotted lands of the 
Puyallup Indians in Pien;e county, 
Washington, wat< ruled out. 

An amendment offered by Mr. Mon- 
dell (Rep., Wy ) to appropriate |8, 000 
for the repair of a bridge across tho 
Wind river in Wyoming, was adopted. 

At 6 :10 p. m. the home adjouned. 

In tha Senata. 

Washington, Jan. 29.— The open ses- 
sion of tho senate wa.s compar.itively 
brief yesterday, aa more than half tho 
day was spent behind closed doors. 
During the open session the bill for an 
international monetary conference was 
debat«d, Mr. Chandler speaUngin fit- 
vor of it an4 Mr. Stewart of Nevada 
against. 

The Nicarasna canal bill and the 
bankruptcy bill were before the senate 
for a short time, but no progresa was 
made on either of them. 

Early in the daara lively debato oc- 
curred over Mr. Allen's reaolutkm ques- 
tioning the president's right to foreclose 
against the Pacific railroads. 

GAS EXPL OSIOhT IN A MINE. 

Eleven Men Severely Burned, One of Them 
Fatally. 

Ottuxwa, la., Jan. 29.— By an explo- 
sion in a ooal mine at Foster, IS miles 
soath, 11 men have been severely 
burned, one of them fatally. The mine 
officials claim that tho explosion was 
the result of natural phenomena ; that 
air of extreme low temperature met the 
warm gasous air of the mine when the 
shaft was suddenly opened and farmed 
gas, which ignited from the hunpa of 
the miners, who were just leaving work 
temporarily. 

The following were injured: Iiooia 
Fdger, fataUy ; Robert WilllaiBS, J(dm 
Farroll, C. u. Andeesoa, David Scott 
and two sons, Thomas Connor, William 
Morgan, John Pierson. Nearly all the 
injured have familie*. Tha damage to 
the mine is slight.
